7 The fear of the Log p is the beginning 
of knowledge : but fools deſpiſe wiſdom and in- 
ſtruction. 


8 My ſon, hear the inſtruction of thy father; 
and forſake not the law of thy mother: 

9 For they ſhall be an ornament of grace unto 
thy head, and chains about thy neck. 

10 J My ſon, if ſinners entice thee, conſent 
thou not. 

11 If they ſay, Come with us, let uslay walt 
for blood, let us lurk privily for the innocent 
without canks : : 

12 Let us ſwallow themup alive as the grave, 
and whole as thoſe that go downinto the pit. 

13 We ſhall find all precious ſubſtance, we 
ſhall fill our houſes with ſpoil :
